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The Roots of the Wheat Plant 


The roots of the wheat plant usually penetrate into the 
soil for a depth of 5 to 6 feet with a great mass of 
rooting material, This marvellous root system com- 
pletely exhausts all the moisture that the soil will give 
up for a depth of 5 or 6 feet by harvest time. The roots transform into 
wheat all the moisture and plant food that is available. It takes between 
30 and 60 tons of water to make each bushel of wheat, or from 1,000 
to 2,000 pounds of water for each pound of wheat. The yield is usually 
in proportion to the amount of moisture that falls and can be conserved 
in the soil. The University of Saskatchewan has dug up a wheat plant 
with all its roots. The Searle Grain Company has made a nice photograph 
of this plant and roots, One will be sent free to any person asking for it.
